Executive Order 11482 

ESTABLISHING A CONSTRUCTION INDUSTRY COLLECTIVE 
BARGAINING COMMISSION 

_ 9 

WHEREAS, the national interest requires a steady level of con¬ 
struction activity; and 

WHEREAS, labor-management relations in the construction indus¬ 
try reflect numerous signs of strife and tensions and the national 
interest requires an improvement in the procedures and performance 
of collective bargaining in this vital sector; and 

WHEREAS, the continuation of these problems tends to encourage 
widespread public demand for governmental regulation and controls; 

ami 

WHEREAS, the achievement of greater stability in the flow of 
construct ion volume is essential; and 

WHEREAS, the Federal government and local and State govern¬ 
ments, being major industry consumers, have a substantial interest 
in construct ion activity; and 

WHEREAS, the labor and management organizations in the con¬ 
struction industry recognize that industrial strife tends to disrupt 
construction operations and adversely to affect other sectors, includ¬ 
ing the public; and 

WHEREAS, the Commission hereinafter provided for is designed 
to develop voluntary tripartite procedures to be followed in the settle¬ 
ment of disputes over the terms of collective bargaining agreements 
in the construction industry involving the standard labor and manage¬ 
ment organizations* and to engage in such related activities as will 
facilitate industrial peace and stability in the construction industry 
hut the establishment of the Commission is not intended to provide 
for compulsory arbitration or for any compulsory limitation on the 
right to st rike or lockout; 

NOW. THEREFORE, by virtue of the authority vested in me as 
the President of the United States, it is ordered as follows: 

Skcttox 1 . There is hereby established a Construction Industry 
Collective Bargaining Commission (hereinafter referred to as the 
Commission). The Commission shall be composed of twelve members 
as follows: (1) The Secretary of Labor, who is hereby designated 
as the Chairman of the Commission, (2) the Director of the Federal 
Mediation and Conciliation Service, and (3) the following menders, 
all of whom shall he appointed by the President: (i) two members 
representative of the public, (ii) four representatives of labor orga¬ 
nizations inthe const ruct ion i ml list ry, and (iii) four representatives of 
employers in that industry. Representatives of the labor organiza¬ 
tions and the employers snail be appointcd after consultation with 
various national ialx>r organizations and contractor associations in 
the construction industry. Alternate members also may be designated. 
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Skc. 2. The Commission shall have an Executive Director designated 
by the Chairman, who shall assist the Chairman and the Commission 
in the performance of their functions as they may direct. The staff 
to lie made available to the Commission shall include a person drawn 
from the Federal Mediation and Conciliation Service to assist in 
coordination of mediation activities of the Service and the work of the 
Commission, a jierson from Department of I^al>or staff engaged in 
the administration of the Davis-Racon Act, and such research and 
other |H*rsonncl as may Ik? necessary. 

SkC. it. The general objectives of the (Vimmission shall include, hut 
need not lie limited to,the following: 

(a) To study relevant private and public |w>licies; (i) to upgrade 
the skills of, and to increase the labor force engaged in the construc¬ 
tion industry and improve training procedures; (ii) to reduce the 
instability of demand for construction labor, and (iii) to provide a 
greater number of weeks of work |km* year to those engaged in the 
industry. 

(b) To strengthen the role of the national lalnir organizations and 
the national associations of contractors in the dispute settlement 
process, and to enhance their resjHuisibility for the results of collective 
bargaining in the industry. 

(c) To establish more effective machinery for the resolution of 
disputes over the terms of collective bargaining agreements which at 
the same time recognizes the interests of eaeh branch of the industry 
and preserves exist ing procedures that have l>een effective. 

(d) To identify means to improve and adapt the structure of collec¬ 
tive bargaining in the industry to meet the challenges of technological 
innovation and changing demands. 

Skc*. 1. Tlie Commission is authorized to conduct studies and to 
make general recommendations respecting any problems relating to 
collective bargaining in the construction industry which may lx? pre¬ 
sented to it from lalxu*, management, fir the public representatives. 
Such problems may include, but need not l>e limited to, the training 
and development of manpower, instability, the improvement of pro¬ 
ductivity and technology, tlie improvement of the mobility of the lalior 
force, tlie portability of tensions, and job security. The Commission 
is also autliorixed to make general recommendations to the parties in 
the industry respecting collective bargaining practices and procedures. 

Skc. ft. (a) Tlie Commission is authorized to intercede in any labor 
dispute in the const ruction industry whenever in its judgment the 
lulxir dispute over the terms or application of the collective bargaining 
agreement is likely to have a significant impact on construction activity 
in a locality, or in oilier localities. The Commission is further au¬ 
thorized to develop a procedure whereby, as a matter of national 
interest, a ftO-dav jieriod may lie observed during which mediation 
and related activities may take place without the occurrence of a strike 
or lockoul or other change in terms or conditions of employment except 
by mutual agreement of the parties. The Commission or a panel desig¬ 
nated by the Commission may, with tlie assistance of national laU>r 
organizat ions and national contractor associations where appropriate, 
seek to mediate such dispute, fir make an investigation of (lie facts of 
the dispute and make such recommendations to the parties for the 
resolution thereof as it determine* appropriate. In making any such 
recommendations, the Commission shall give due regard to the area 
and craft differentials, to the consequences of settlements on employ¬ 
ment and on the economy of an area, and to other factors customarily 
considered by parties in collective bargaining. 

(b) The Commission may hold such hearings, take such evidence, 
and gather such facts as it deems necessary and appropriate hereunder. 
Such hearings may include oral presentations by the parties and par¬ 
ticipation bv such* other jiersons from the area, or otherwise, as the 
Commission deems would facilitate the discharge of its responsibilities 
under this order. 
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Sec. 6. The Commission is authorized to issue such rules and regula¬ 
tions, and to adopt such procedures governing its affairs, including the 
conduct of its disputes settlement functions, as shall be necessary and 
appropriate to effectuate the objectives of this order. The Commission 
is authorized to establish panels composed of members of the Com¬ 
mission, alternates, or others, as may be designated by the Commission. 
Such panels may be authorized to act for the Commission and to 
exercise the authority of the Commission in such matters as the Com¬ 
mission may delegate or direct. 

Sec. 7. (a) Expenses of the Commission shall l>e paid from such 
appropriations to the Department of Labor and the Federal Mediation 
and Conciliation Service as may lie available therefor. 

(b) All departments ami agencies of the Cnited States are au¬ 
thorized and directed to c<x>j>cnite with the Commission in the effectua¬ 
tion of the purposes of this order to the extent authorized by law. 

(c) Members of the Commission who are officers or employees of 
the Federal Government shall receive no additional compensation by 
reason of this ordpr. Other members of the Commission shall lie en¬ 
titled to receive compensation and travel exjienses, including per diem 
in lieu of subsistence, as authorized by law for persons in the govern¬ 
ment service employed intermittently (5 U.S.C. 3100, 5703). 

Sec. 8. (a) As may be appropriate, the Commission shall consult 
with the Cabinet Committee on Construction and individually with 
heads of executive departments or agencies having responsibilities for 
programs affecting the construction industry. The Commission is 
authorized to reouest the heads of the departments and agencies 
concerned to establish advisory panels from representatives of such 
executive departments and agencies as may lie necessary to carry out 
the objectives of this order. 

(b) The Bureau of the Budget is authorized to provide to the Com¬ 
mission information regarding Federal or Federally assisted 
construction. 

Sect. 9. The Commission shall make rei>orts to the President from 
time to time on its activities and its progress in achieving the objec¬ 
tives and purposes of this order. The reports shall include such recom¬ 
mendations relative to the activities of the Commission as it shall 
deem appropriate.

Presentation for Further Inspection 

The following amendments to Chapter 
I of Title 8 of the Code of Federal Regula¬ 
tions are hereby prescribed:

§ 235.3 Detention. 


ib) Detention after'inspection. If in 
the opinion of the examining immigra¬ 
tion officer it is not practical to resolve 
a question of admissibility at the time of 
arrival of a passenger on a vessel or air¬ 
craft, the officer shall execute Form 1-259 
to notify the agent for the vessel or air¬ 
craft and the master or commanding 
officer, if available, that the passenger 
is to be presented for further inspection 
The Form 1-259 shall list the name of 
each such passenger and shall contain 
instructions as to the date and place the 
passenger is to be presented for con¬ 
tinued inspection or further proceedings 
under the Act. If the place specified is a 
designated port of entry to which the 
transportation company has carried or 
has rontracted to carry the passenger, 
the transportation company shall remain 
under the obligation, described in the 
preceding paragraph, to prevent an un¬ 
authorized landing, unless the transpor¬ 
tation company has been relieved of such 
obligation by removal under section 
233(a) at the direction of the Service or 
unless the Service has paroled the alien 
under section 212(d) (5) of the Act with¬ 
out directing the carrier in writing to 
Present the alien for further inspection. 
The term port of entry as used in this 
paragraph includes a 8ervice district 
office or suboffice within the city or town 
or in local commuting distance of the 
seaport or airport at which the passenger 
arrived or of the onward seaport or air¬ 
port specified by the examining immigra¬ 
tion officer as the place for completion 
of inspection.

PART 39—AIRWORTHINESS 
DIRECTIVES 

Fairchild Hiller Aircraft 

The Federal Aviation Administration 
is amending ft 39.13 of Part 39 of the 
Federal Aviation Regulations so as to 
issue an airworthiness directive requir¬ 
ing inspection and replacement where 
necessary of the flap operating system of 


the Fairchild Hiller F-27 and FH-227 
type airplanes. 

There have been reports of failures 
in the Area of the joint pins and bolts 
of the universais at the ends of the wing 
flap connecting assembly. As a result, 
an airworthiness directive was adopted 
on September 3, 1969, and made effective 
as to all known U.S. owners of F-27 and 
FH-227 airplanes. 

Since It was found that immediate cor¬ 
rective action was required, notice and 
public procedure thereon was imprac¬ 
ticable and contrary to the public inter¬ 
est and the airworthiness directive was 
made effective Immediately. These con¬ 
ditions still exist and therefore notice 
and public procedure hereon are imprac¬ 
ticable and the airworthiness directive 
may be made effective In less than 30 
days. 

In consideration of the foregoing and 
pursuant to the authority de legat ed to 
me by the Administrator. 14 CFR 11.85 
<31 F.R 13697), ft 39.13 of Part 39 of 
the Federal Aviation Regulations is 
amended by adding the following new 
Airworthiness Directive: 

Applies to Fairchild Hiller F-27 and FH- 
227 type airplanes certificated in all 
categories. 

To prevent malfunction ot the flap operat¬ 
ing system accomplish the following within 
15 hours time In service after receipt of this 
telegram, unless already accomplished wtthln 
the last 25 hours time In service, and there¬ 
after when the universal Joint pins or bolts 
at either end of the subject connecting shaft 
assembly are removed: 

(a) Inspect the universal joint at each 
end of the wing flap connecting ah Aft As¬ 
sembly. P/N 27-727944 11, located between 
the flap motor gearbox at wing station 141 
left < installed tn the wheel well of the left 
nacelle) and the gearbox at wing station 121 
left to assure some freedom of movement in 
all axes If freedom of movement la not de¬ 
terminable. remove and replace deficient uni¬ 
versal Joint pin or bolt before further flight 
except that a ferry flight may be permitted 
without the use of flapa in accordance with 
FAR 21.197. 

(b) Report the reaulte of the findings tn 
compliance with this AD to the Chief, Engi¬ 
neering and Manufacturing Branch. FAA 
Eastern Region (reporting approved by the 
Bureau of the Budget under BOB No. 
04 R0174). 

This amendment la effective Octo¬ 
ber 23. 1969. and was effective upon re¬ 
ceipt for all recipients of the telegram 
dated September 3, 1969. which con¬ 
tained this amendment.

PART 71—DESIGNATION OF FEDERAL 

AIRWAYS, CONTROLLED AIRSPACE, 
AND REPORTING POINTS 

Alteration and Revocation of 
Transition Areas 

The purpose of this amendment to 
Part 71 of the Federal Aviation Regula¬ 
tions is to designate, alter, revoke, and 
redescribe controlled airspace in the 
Houston. Tex., terminal area. 

On July 25. 1969. a notice of proposed 
rule m a k i n g wns published in the Federal 
Register (34 FJL 12290) stating the 
Federal Aviation Administration pro¬ 
posed to expand the 700-foot portion of 
the Houston. Tex., transition area to 
encompass five surrounding transition 
areas which would be revoked. 

Interested persons were afforded an 
opportunity to participate in the rule 
making through submission of com¬ 
ments. In addition to the normal distri¬ 
bution afforded airspace notices which 
includes national aviation interests, mili¬ 
tary services, and other Interested orga¬ 
nizations, distribution was also made to 
39 airports considered to be In the gen¬ 
eral area of Houston, Tex., although 21 
of these airports are associated with 
smaller towns or cities. Due considera¬ 
tion was given to ail relevant matter 
presented. 

With one exception, all comments re¬ 
ceived were favorable. This one comment 
was submitted by TARCO Aviation Serv¬ 
ice, a fixed based operator at William P. 
Hobby Airport. Concern was expressed 
over the extent of the airspace proposed, 
of the difficulty of flying near the Hous¬ 
ton, Tex., area on a VFR crocs country 
flight in poor weather, and the fact that 
there w^as not enough traffic at points 
like Conroe. Rosenberg. Alvin. Texas 
City and Galveston. Tex., to warrant 
such a change. 

As stated, it is true that the extent of 
the Houston. Tex., 700-foot transition 
area would be increased. This Is due 
primarily to the incorporation of the 
five other currently designated transi¬ 
tion areas, i.e.. Alief. Conroe, Oalveston. 
Sugar Land, Torn ball, and a new Bay- 
town. Tex., transition area, into a stnsle 
Houston. Tex.. 700-foot transition area 
Additional airspace would have been 
necessary to adjust the existing transi¬ 
tion area configurations to conform to 
a recent change in dimension criteria. 
The extent of the remaining airspace to 
be added is comparatively small and it 
would contribute to improve air traffic 
control service. The perimeter of the 
proposed Houston. Tex.. 700-foot tran¬ 
sition area was designed to encompa^ 
all of these additional transition areas 
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It was not intended to provide for 
traffic at Alvin, Rosenberg, or Texas City. 
Ten. slnoe airports at those locations 
do not have instrument approach 

procedures. 

The resultant simplified charting of 
the 700-foot transition area would pro¬ 
vide a clearer display of critical data on 
aeronautical charts and make it easier 
for all pilots to know the boundaries and 
extent of this 700-foot transition area. 
Further, pilots will not be faced with 
the problem of constantly trying to as¬ 
certain when they might be leaving or 
entering one of the several existing 700- 
foot transition areas currently displayed 
on the sectional aeronautical chart.

The Federal Trade Commission on 
June 11, 1969 (34 F.R. 9216. 9217). pro¬ 
posed specific amendments to 99 500.3 
and 500.16 of the regulations issued pur¬ 
suant to section 4 of the Fair Packaging 
and Labeling Act. The proposed amend¬ 
ment to 9 500.3 would amend paragraplis 
(c) and (d) of that section by inserting 
the words ’ packaged or labeled” immedi¬ 
ately before the words “consumer com¬ 
modity” where the latter appeared in 
each paragraph. The proposed amend¬ 


ment to 9 500.16 would amend that sec¬ 
tion by inserting “thirds” In the listing 
of common fractions which may be used 
to express the net quantity of oontenus 
of any consumer commodity. 

No adverse comment was received fol¬ 
lowing the publication of the proposed 
amendment to 9 500.3. 

Comment was received relative to the 
proposed revision of 9 500.16. Enforce¬ 
ment officials commented adversely on 
the proposal to permit quantity of con¬ 
tents statements to include “thirds” as 
a common fraction, specifically in the 
case of commodities whose contents were 
measurable in terms of weight or fluid 
volume. Conventionally, all fractions 
used to express contents of commodities 
in terms of weight or volume are divis¬ 
ible by two. However, the primary pur¬ 
pose in proposing to permit “thirds” as 
a common fraction was to accommodate 
linear measurements expressed In yards 
and feet. No adverse comment was re¬ 
ceived relative to the use of “thirds” in 
expressing the common fractions of the 
yard or foot. 

Based on the comment received and 
other relevant data, the Commission has 
concluded that 9 500.3 should be 
amended as proposed, and 9 500.16 
should be revised to provide for “thirds” 
as a permitted common fraction in ex¬ 
pressing linear measures Involving yards 
or feet. 

Accordingly, pursuant to the provi¬ 
sions of the Fair Packaging and Label¬ 
ing Act (sections 4. 6. 80 Stat. 1297. 1299. 
1300; 15 UJS.C. 1453. 1454. 1455) Part 500 
is amended by revising 99 500.3 (c) and 
(d> and 500.16 to read as follows: 

§ 500.3 Prohibited acta, coverage, gen- 
real labeling requirement*, exemp¬ 
tion procedure. 


(c) Each packaged or labeled con¬ 
sumer commodity, unless it has been ex¬ 
empted through proceedings under sec¬ 
tion 5(b) of the Act (15 UB.C. 1454(b) ), 
shall, upon being prepared for distribu¬ 
tion in commerce or for sale at retail, and 
before being distributed In commerce «»r 
offered for sale at retail, be labeled in 
accordance with the requirements of the 
Act and the regulations in this part. 

(d) Each packaged or labeled con¬ 
sumer commodity, unless it has been 
exempted through proceedings under 
section 5(b) of the Act, shall bear a label 
specifying the identity of the commodity; 
the name and place of business of the 
manufacturer, packer, or distributor; the 
net quantity of contents; and the net 
quantity per serving, use, or application, 
where there is a label representation ns 
to the number of servings, uses, or appli¬ 
cations obtainable from the commodity 


§ 500.16 Fraction*. 

A statement of net quantity of contents 
of any consumer commodity may con¬ 
tain common or decimal fractions A 
common fraction shall be in terms of 
halves, quarters, eighths, sixteenths, or 
thirty-seconds; except that (a) if there 
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exists a firmly established general con¬ 
sumer usage and trade custom of employ¬ 
ing different common fractions In the 
net quantity declaration of a particular 
commodity, they may be employed, and 
ib> if linear measurements are required 
In terms of yards or feet, common frac¬ 
tions may be in terms of thirds. A com¬ 
mon fraction shall be reduced to its low¬ 
est terms: a decimal fraction shall not 
be carried out to more than two places. 
If a statement includes small fractions, 
smaller variations in the actual size or 
weight of the commodity will be per¬ 
mitted. as provided In 9 500.22, than in 
cases where larger fractions or whole 
numbers are used. 

Any person who will be adversely af¬ 
fected by the foregoing order may at any 
time within 30 days from the date of ita 
publication in the Federal Register file 
with the Secretary. Pederal Trade Com¬ 
mission. Washington, D.C. 20580, written 
objections thereto, specifying with par¬ 
ticularity the provisions of the order 
deemed objectionable, stating the 
grounds therefor, and requesting a public 
hearing upon such objections. Objections 
will be deemed sufficient to warrant the 
holding of a public hearing only: (1) If 
they establish that the objector will be 
adversely affected by the order: (2) if 
they specify with particularity the pro¬ 
visions of the order to which objection 
is taken; and (3) if they are supported 
by reasonable grounds which If valid and 
factually supported may be adequate to 
justify the relief sought. Anyone who files 
objections which are not deemed by the 
Commission sufficient to warrant the 
holding of a public hearing will be 
promptly notified of that determination. 

As soon as practicable after the time 
for filing objections has expired, the 
Commission will publish a notice in the 
Federal Register specifying those parts 
of the order which have been stayed 
by the filing of objections or. if no ob¬ 
jections sufficient to warrant the holding 
of a public hearing have been filed, stat¬ 
ing the fact. This order shall become ef¬ 
fective October 25, 1969, except as to any 
provision that may be stayed by the filing 
of proposed objections.

Measurement of Container Type 
Commodities 

In the matter of promulgating an 
amendment to the enforcement regula¬ 
tions < 16 CFR Part 500) with respect to 
the requirements of the Fair Packaging 
and Labeling Act (Public Law 89-755) to 
forth the requirements for labeling 
oi commodities to be used as containers: 

In response to the notice of proposed 
rule making in the above identified mat¬ 
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ter published In the Federal Register 
of June 11,1969 (34 PH. 9217). comments 
were submitted by state officials and 
representatives of industry. These com¬ 
ments have been considered- Discussions 
of the proposals were also held with in¬ 
dustry representatives and other Federal 
officials. Information presented to the 
Commission from these and other sources 
has been carefully reviewed and evalu¬ 
ated. The Federal Trade Commission s 
decisions on the major issues and 
responses thereto arc as follows: 

(1) Proposed 9 500.15.1 (a), (b)(3), 
and (d) has been revised by deleting 
references to glasses and dishes in view 
of the Commission’s policy statement in 
9 503.5, published in the August 9. 1969 
issue of the Federal Register (34 Fit. 
12944) in which the Commission con¬ 
cluded that durable articles or commodi¬ 
ties are outside the scope of the defini¬ 
tion of ‘ consumer commodity'’ as set 
forth in section 10(a) of the Act. All 
other references to specific commodities 
or classes of commodities in the section 
arc to those commodities which would 
come within the scope of the Commis¬ 
sion's Interpretation of the definition of 
consumer commodity as set forth in 
9 503.5. 

(2) Proposed 1500.15.1(b)(1) has 
been revised by changing the nomen¬ 
clature for the terms connoting the 
dimensions of bag type commodities. 
“Width" refers to the linear measure¬ 
ment across the face of the bag. "length" 
refers to the linear measurement from 
the top to the bottom of the bag and 
“depth" refers to the linear measure¬ 
ment of the gusset of the bag. The revi¬ 
sions in this section also provide for a 
new sequence for stating width, depth 
and length. The sequence of the linear 
measurement In the examples has been 
revised accordingly. 

(3) Proposed 9 500.15.1(c) has been 
revised to clarify that the requirements 
of this paragraph are optional and ap¬ 
ply only to situations wherein the person 
who produces the container commodity 
first chooses to declare the capacity of 
the container in standard terms of 
measure. 

(4) Proposed 9 500.15.1(c) (3) has been 
revised to make the example consistent 
with other examples cited in the section. 

(5) Proposed f 500.15.1 has been fur¬ 
ther revised by addition of paragraph 
(d) which permits optional use of certain 
terms in the quantity statement. 

Therefore, based on consideration of 
the comments received, the above-men¬ 
tioned consultations, and other relevant 
information, the Federal Trade Commis¬ 
sion concludes that the previously pro¬ 
posed regulation should be promulgated 
as a final regulation with the revisions 
and additions as set forth below. Accord¬ 
ingly, pursuant to the provisions of the 
Fair Packaging and Labeling Act (sec¬ 
tions 5. 6, 80 Stat. 1298, 1300; 15 U.S.C. 
1454. 1455): Part 500 Is amended by the 
addition of a new section as follows: 

§ 500.15a McARurrment of container 
type commodities, hovr cxprrwd. 

Notwithstanding other provisions of 
this Part 500 of the regulations per tain- 
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ing to the expression of net quantity of 
contents by measurement, commodities 
designed and sold at retail to be used as 
containers for other materials or objects, 
such as bags, cups, boxes, and pans, shall 
be labeled In accordance with the follow¬ 
ing paragraphs: 

(a) The declaration of net quantity 
for container commodities shall be ex¬ 
pressed as follows: 

(1) For bag type commodities, in 
terms of count followed by linear dimen¬ 
sions of the bag (whether packaged in a 
perforated roll or otherwise): 

(1) When the unit bag is characterized 
by two dimensions because of the absence 
of a gusset, the width and length will be 
expressed in inches, except that a dimen¬ 
sion of 2 feet or more will be expressed 
in feet with any remainder in terms of 
inches or common or decimal fractions 
of the foot. (Example: "25 bags, 17 in. 
X 20 in." or “100 bags. 20 tn. X 2 ft. 6 
in.", or “50 bags, 20 in. X 2% ft.") 

<ii) When the unit bag is gu&scttcd. 
the dimensions will be expressed as 
width, depth and length, in terms of 
Inches except that any dimension of 2 
feet or more will be expressed in feet 
with any remainder in terms of inches 
or the common or decimal fractions of 
the foot. (Examples: “25 bags. 17 in. X 
4 in. X 20 in.", or “100 bags, 20 in. X 
12in. X 2 , 4 ft.") 

(2) For other square, oblong, rectan¬ 
gular or similarly shaped containers, in 
terms of count followed by length, width, 
and depth except depth need not be 
listed when less than 2 inches. (Example: 
“2 cake pans. 8 in. X 8 in.", or “roasting 
pan. 12 in X 8 in. X 3 in.") 

(3* For circular or other generally 
round shaped containers, except cups, 
and the like, in terms of count followed 
by diameter and depth except depth need 
not be listed when less than 2 inches. 
(Example: “4 pie pans, 8 in. diameter", or 
“2 cake pons, 8 in. diameter X 4 in.") 

(b) When the functional use of the 
container is related by label references 
In standard terms of measure to the 
capability of holding a specific quantity 
of substance or class of substances such 
references shall be a part of the net 
quantity statement and shall specify 
capacity as follows: 

(1) Liquid measure for containers 
which are intended to be used for liquids, 
semi-solIds. viscous materials or mixtures 
of solids and liquids. The expressed 
capacity will be stated in terms of the 
largest whole unit (gallon, quart, pint, 
ounce) with any remainder in terms of 
the common or decimal fraction of that 
unit. (Example: Freezer Boxes: “4 boxes. 
1 qt. capacity. 6 in. X 6 In. X 4 in.") 

<2> Dry measure for containers which 
are intended to be used for solids. The 
expressed capacity will be stated in terms 
of the largest whole unit (bushel, peck) 
with any remainder In terms of the com¬ 
mon or decimal fraction of that unit. 
'Example: Leaf Bags: “8 bags. 6 bushel 
capacity. 4 feet X 5 feet"*) 

(3) Where containers are used as 
liners for other more permanent con¬ 
tainers, in the same terms as are nor¬ 
mally used to express the capacity of the 
more permanent container. (Example: 
Garbage Can Liners: “10 liners, 2 ft. 
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6 in. X 3 ft. 1 In., fits up to 30 gallon 
cans".) 

<c> Notwithstanding the above re¬ 
quirements. the net quantity statement 
for containers such as cups will be listed 
in terms of count and liquid capacity 
per unit. (Example: *‘24 cups, 6 fl. 02 . 
capacity". > 

(d) For purposes of this section, the 
use of the terms “capacity/* “diameter/* 
and * fluid” is optional. 

Any person who will be adversely af¬ 
fected by the foregoing order may at any 
time within 30 days from the date of its 
publication in the Federal Register (lie 
with the Secretary. Federal Trade Com¬ 
mission. Washington. D.C. 20500. written 
objections thereto, specifying with par¬ 
ticularity the provisions of the order 
deemed objectionable, stating the 
grounds therefor, and requesting a pub¬ 
lic hearing upon such objections. Objec¬ 
tions will be deemed sufficient to war¬ 
rant the holding of a public hearing only: 

(1) If they establish that the objector 
will be adversely affected by the order; 

(2) if they specify with particularity 
the provisions of the order to which ob¬ 
jection is taken; and (3) if they are sup¬ 
ported by reasonable grounds which if 
valid and factually supported may be 
adequate to justify the relief sought. 
Anyone who flies objections which are 
not deemed by the Commission sufficient 
to warrant the holding of a public hear¬ 
ing will be promptly notified of that 
determination. 

As soon as practicable after the time 
for filing objections lias expired, the 
Commission will publish a notice in the 
Federal Register specifying those parts 
of the order which have been stayed by 
the filing of objections or. if no objec¬ 
tions sufficient to warrant the holding of 
a public hearing have been filed, stating 
the fact. This order shall become effec¬ 
tive February 1, 1070. except as to any 
provision that may be stayed by the 
filing of proper objections.

(a) As used in this part, the term 
“residential structure** means a residen¬ 
tial structure (other than a privately 
owned residential structure and a resi¬ 
dential structure on a military reserva¬ 
tion) :

(2) All elevator residential structures: 

(3) Any residential structure which 
contains 25 or more housing units; and 

(4) Non residential structures appur¬ 
tenant to a residential structure covered 
under this part. 

§ 40.3 Applicability. 

(a) The standards prescribed in 8 40.4 
are applicable to residential structures 
designed after the effective date of this 
part. If the design of a structure com¬ 
menced prior to that date, the standards 
shall be made applicable to the maximum 
extent practicable, as determined by the 
head of the department, agency, or In¬ 
strumentality of the United States con¬ 
cerned. If no design stage is involved in 
the construction or alteration of a resi¬ 
dential structure, the standards of f 40.4 
shall be applicable to construction or 
alteration for which bids are solicited 
after the effective date of this part. 

(b) The standards proscribed in 3 40.4 
are not applicable to: 

(1) Any portion of a residential struc¬ 
ture or Its grounds which need not. be¬ 
cause of its intended use. be made ac¬ 
cessible to. or usable by. the public or by 
physically handicapped persons;

(a) Residential structures subject to 
this part shall be designed, constructed, 
or altered to insure that physically 
handicapped persons will have ready ac¬ 
cess to. and use of. such structures. This 
requirement shall be satisfied by using 
the specifications contained in the 
“American Standard Specifications for 
Making Buildings and Facilities Acces¬ 
sible to. and Usable by. the Physically 
Handicapped. Number AU7.1-1961 “ ap¬ 
proved by the American Standards Asso¬ 
ciation, Inc. (subsequently changed to 
United States of America Standards In¬ 
stitute* . herein referred to as the “Amer¬ 
ican Standard Specifications.*' Except as 
otherwise provided in paragraph (b) of 
tills section, the standards shall be ap¬ 
plicable to the extent provided in the 
American Standard Specifications. 

<b> Application of the American 
Standard Specifications is modified as 
follows: 

(1) The specifications in section 5.6 
are applicable to toilet rooms which are 
provided for the public. Although no 
specifications are prescribed in section 
5.6 for bathrooms in individual housing 
units, consideration shall be given to the 
need for access by the physically handi¬ 
capped in connection with the design, 
construction, or alteration of such 
bathrooms.

The applicability of the standards set 
forth In this part may be modified or 
waived on a case-by-case basis, upon ap¬ 
plication to the Secretary of HUD made 
by the head of the department, agency, 
or Instrumentality of the United States 
concerned, only If the Secretary deter¬ 
mines that such waiver or modification 
is clearly necessary and consistent with 
the purpose of Public Law 90-490 (42

The administering agency's file on 
each contract, grant, or loan involving 
the design, construction, or alteration of 
a residential structure shall Include ap¬

ALAMOSA NATIONAL WILDLIFE REFUGE 

The public hunting of rabbits, skunk, 
badger, raccoon, coyote, bobcat, feral cat. 
magpie, and crow on the Alamosa Na¬ 
tional Wildlife Refuge, Colo.. Is permitted 
from October 25, through November 26, 
1969, and from December 13. 1969. 
through January 4, 1970. inclusive, but 
only on the area designated by signs as 
open to hunting. This open area, com¬ 
prising 3,267 acres, is delineated on maps 
available at refuge headquarters, Ala¬ 
mosa. Colo., and from the Regional Di¬ 
rector. Bureau of Sport Fisheries and 
Wildlife, Post Office Box 1306. Albuquer¬ 
que. N. Mex. 87103. 

Hunting shall be In accordance with 
all applicable State regulations govern¬ 
ing the hunting of rabbits, skunk, badg¬ 
er, raccoon, coyote, bobcat, feral cat. 
magpie, and crow subject to the follow¬ 
ing special conditions: 

(1) Dogs: Not to exceed two dogs per 
hunter may be used In the hunting of the 
above species.

air traffic. Its purpose is to insure that 
civil flying on international air routes Is 
carried out under uniform conditions de¬ 
signed to improve the safety and effi¬ 
ciency of air operations. 

The International Standards and Rec¬ 
ommended Practices in Annex 11 apply 
in those parts of the airspace under the 
Jurisdiction of a contracting state, de¬ 
rived from ICAO, wherein air traffic 
services are provided and also whenever 
a contracting state accepts the respon¬ 
sibility of providing air traffic services 
over high seas or in airspace of undeter¬ 
mined sovereignty. A contracting state 
accepting such responsibility may apply 
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the International Standards and Rec¬ 
ommended Practices to civil aircraft in a 
manner consistent with that adopted for 
airspace under its domestic jurisdiction. 

In accordance with Article 3 of the 
Convention on International Civil Avia¬ 
tion, Chicago. 1944. state aircraft are ex¬ 
empt from the provisions of Annex 11 
and its Standards and Recommended 
Practices. As a contracting state, the 
United States agreed by Article 3(d) that 
its state aircraft will be operated in in¬ 
ternational airspace with due regard for 
the safety of civil aircraft. 

Since this action involves, in part, the 
designation of navigable airspace outside 
tiie United States, the Administrator has 
consulted with the Secretary of State and 
the Secretary of Defense in accordance 
with the provision of Executive Order 
10854. 

The airspace action proposed in tills 
docket would amend the 700-foot floor 
portion of the Charlotte Amalie transi¬ 
tion area to read as follows:

The field offices of the Division 
of Disbursement are set forth in para¬ 
graph <b). 

(3) The regul ation s of the Bureau 
are codified at 31 CFR, Subtitle B. Chap¬ 
ter II.

<b> Division of Disbursement. The 
Division is responsible for the function 
of disbursement of moneys of the United 


States in relation to all civilian agencies 
of the executive branch, except the 
Post Office Department, U-8.
